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The  summer  of  1989  was  probably  the  most  difficult  one  in 
the  history  of  the  Boston  Public  Schools.  Some  of  our  schools 
were  closed  and  some  others  were  consolidated.  Kuglish  Hj.gh 
School  our  nation's  first  public  high  school  foun'^od  in  1821 
recently  located  in  the  Fenway  area  at  Louis  Pasteuj.  Ave.  was 
relocated  to  the  Arborv/ay  at  the  previous  Jamaica  Plain  High 
School  site.  Students  lost  the  opportunity  to  be  in  a 
wonderful  cosmopolitan  setting.  Most  felt  anger  and  grief 
towards  the  relocation  to  the  new  building,  they  wanted  to  be 
in  their  original  high  school. 

Many  months  have  gone  by  and  some  of  our  friends  still  feel 
as  though  they  are  uncomfortable  here.  Tlie  former  Jamaica 
Plain  building  is  very  small  in  comparison  to  the  previous 
building,  everything  seems  strange  since  they  were  used  to 
having  electric  escalators  and  a  lunchroom  on  every  even 
numbered  floor.  ITie  gym  and  swimming  pool  were  important  to 
them  and  now  they  find  that  there  is  no  swimming  pool  and  that 
the  gym  is  very  limited  in  size.  Maybe  destiny  wanted  us  to 
gather  together  and  create  a  much  stronger  school;  we  former 
Jamaica  Plain  students  resented  losing  our  former  home  and  some 
of  our  staff  members. 

Nothing  worthwhile  is  achieved  without  an  effort  and  this 
consolidation  was  a  tremendous  effort  as  teachers  and  students 
moved  materials  and  settled  in  to  their  new  classrooms.  We  are 
sure  that  as  long  as  we  have  a  school,  understanding  teachers 
and  dedicated  students,  we  will  succeed. 

The  first  school  day,  I  recall  was  a  nice  summer  day.  Special 
because  it  was  the  last  time  we  saw  the  sun  sparkle  as  a 
brilliant  morning  in  July.  Ever  since  the  sky  has  been 
endlessly  crying(as  of  this  writing).  The  anxiety  and 
excitement  of  the  students  revived  the  school  spirit  once  lost 
from  our  hearts.  It  has  been  very  painful  for  all  of  us  as  vie 
grow  accustomed  to  the  new  changes  and  to  the  limited  space 
available.  We  are  making  a  tremendous  effort  to  remedy  the 
situation  creating  harmony  by  staying,  being  patient  and 
continuing  our  education.  Tlie  Blue  and  Blue  is  now  situated  in 
a  neighborhood  yet  continues  to  serve  the  students  from  the 
entire  City  of  Boston. 

I  finish  this  note  before  Thanksgiving  day,  looking  forward 
to  a  victory  on  the  gridiron  as  our  Blue  and  Blue  team  defeats 
the  Purple  Wo If pack.     Good  luck  and  happy  Thanksgiving  day.

spectrum.    While  walling  to  work  with  students  who  were  havms 
difficulty,  Mr  Siegel  also  was  able  to  v/ork  v/ith  and  encourage 
advanced  students    Several  MassPep  students  were  able  to  wm 
prizes  at  the  Citv-Wide  Science  Fair  last  year  thanks  to  the  many 
unselfish  hours  that  Mr.  Siegel  gave  them. 

Student,  were  shocked  at  Mr  Siegel's  passing,  not  realizing  what  a 
good  teacher  they  had  till  he  was  no  longer  there  to  work  with 
them.    As  is  so  often  the  case  for  good  teachers  the  reward  of  a 
student's  respect  is  not  till  many  years  after  graduation  when  the 
hard  work  and  ca.joling  of  the  teacher  have  a  pay-off  m  the 
students  life    For  Mr  Siegel,  his  students  will  never  be  able  to  say 
it^to  him  directly,  but  hopefully  through  their  academic  successes"  ' 
they  will  be  able  to  continue  the  spirit  of  Mr.  Siegel's  efforts  on 
their  behalf 

Even  with  his  passing  Mr.  Siegel  is  leaving  a  legacy  for  his 
students    A  scholarship  fund  was  established  by  the  staff  at 
English  High  which  will  award  three  wordproce<^^ing  machines  to 
graduating  seniors. 

Mr  Siegel  will  be  sorely  missed,  but  not  soon  forgotten.
